In  1992  and  1994,  W.  C.  Stump 
produced  two  special  commemorative  NSCA  knives  in  a  limited  edition  of  25 
units  only.  This  was  a  private  venture  authorized  by  the  Association.  I  am  proud 
to  announce  that  this  23rd  Anniversary  knive  commorates  the  Spring  meeting  of 
the  NSCA,  Inc.  which  my  wife  and  I  are  hosting  on  May  5-6,  1995  in  our  home 
town  of  Marion,  II.  The  proceeds  of  this  knife  will  go  to  the  Association. 

Again  only  25  knives  will  be  produced  and  each  will  be  serial  numbered  from 
001  to  025.  This  years  knife  is  a  Case  'Trapper"  and  has  beautiful  rose  wood 
handles  with  the  coal  miner,  as  depicted  in  the  official  logo  of  the  NSCA,  Inc., 
hand  engraved  into  the  handle.  One  blade  is  etched  with  the  inscription 
"NATIONAL  SCRIP  COLLECTORS  ASSOCIATION,  INC."  and  the  other  blade  "MARION, 
ILL.  MAY  5TH  AND  6TH,  1995.  Each  knife  comes  in  an  attractive  wooden 
presentation  case  and  a  certificate  signed  by  the  President  of  the  NSCA,  Inc., 
John  J.  Podgurski.

CREECH  COAL  COMPANY 
LOWE,  KY.

It  seems  that  when  I  am  absolutely  convinced  that  I  have  documented  every 
known  variation  of  Harlan  County  coal  company  scrip,  up  "pops"  another.  This 
time  a  previously  unknown  token,  bearing  an  equally  unknown  address,  made  for 
a  most  interesting  morning  of  investigation  that  solved  the  mystery  surrounding 
the  token  and  the  town. 

On  December  30,  1994,  I  recieved  my  copy  of  Walter  Caldwell's  TOKEN  TALK. 

On  page  two  of  the  February  issue,  Volume  1  -  No.  5,  Walter  featured  a  picture  of 

a  10  cent  token  from  Creech  Coal  Company,  Lowe,  Ky.  He  requested  information 

from  the  readers  as  to  any  information  concerning  the  token  and  the  town  of 

Lowe,  Ky.  As  stated  in  Walter’s  article,  no  documented  information  on  a  town  of 

Lowe  exists  and  the  only  Creech  Coal  Company  listed  has  a  Twila,  Ky.  (Harlan 

County,  Ky.)  address.  However,  I  had  previously  heard  of  Lowe,  but  only  as 

being  a  train  stop  in  the  Wallins  Creek  area  of  Harlan  County  during  the  early 

1920's.  With  my  inquisitive  mind  ablaze  with  desire  to  add  yet  another  chapter 

to  my  favorite  hobby  of  locating  new  Harlan  County  scrip,  I  began  a  telephone  0 

quest  to  gather  the  information  to  quench  my  latest  desire. 

I  called  a  friend  who  lived  in  the  Wallins  area,  Mr.  Charles  Trail.  Charles 
knew  nothing  of  the  town  of  Lowe.  However  he  referred  me  to  Mr.  Paul  Bailey, 
another  long  time  resident  of  the  area.  Mr.  Bailey,  in  turn,  referred  me  to  "a 
man  who  was  bom  and  raised  in  the  area  of  Twila  and  the  Banner  Fork  area  of 
Wallins  Creek."  As  soon  as  I  introduced  myself  to  Mr.  Paris  Burke,  and  informed 
him  that  I  was  trying  to  locate  Lowe,  Ky.,  he  immediately  knew  where  Lowe  was 
located  and  that  it  was  indeed  associated  with  the  Creech  Coal  Company,  Twila, 

Ky.  He  stated  that  the  Creech  Coal  Company  opened  their  mine  in  1915,  and 
that  Lowe  was  part  of  the  legacy  of  the  Creech  Coal  Company. 

Mr.  Burke  was  born  in  the  Banner  Fork  Coal  Company  Number  2  Camp  in 
1919.  He  was  reared  in  the  area,  and  with  exception  of  his  military  service,  and 
"working  long  enough  to  eat  a  sandwich  from  time  to  time  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio", 
he  lived  in  the  Wallins  Creek  area  all  of  his  life.  "Lowe  was  not  a  town.  It  was 
the  shipping  point  for  the  Creech  Coal  Company.  The  LI.  S.  Post  Office  was 
named  Twila,  Ky.,  and  the  depot  was  named  Tisdale",  according  to  Mr.  Burke.  As 
a  young  man,  Mr.  Burke  recalled  seeing  the  coal  cars  being  marked  with  the  logo 
Coal  from  Lowe,  Ky." 

Later  in  the  day,  Mr.  Burke  came  to  my  office  and  brought  some  very 
interesting  old  photographs  of  the  Banner  Fork  No.  2  camp.  He  fondly  pointed  0 

out  the  house  where  he  was  born.  The  other  photographs  were  off  the  drift 
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mouth  of  the  Creech  Coal  Company,  showing  coal  miners  assembled  for  the 
photograph,  the  old  Fordson  Coal  Company  baseball  field,  located  at  Banner 
Fork,  Ky.,  a  group  of  early  mine  officials  standing  at  the  old  Lee  Sweetens  Store, 
^  with  a  1928  Oldsmobile  taxi  owned  by  Rudd  Alfred,  the  areas  first  taxi  driver, 

and  the  Banner  Fork  Band,  Kentenia,  Ky.,  dating  to  1920.  Mr.  Burke  said,  "fhe 
band  was  sponsored  by  the  Fordson  Coal  Company." 

Adding  great  information  to  my  research  file,  and  the  mystery  of  Lowe,  Ky. 
solved,  I  am  now  trying  to  determine  how  to  get  the  new  find  from  the  greedy 
clutches  of  Col.  Caldwell  and  'The  Janitor".  I  will  probably  send  'The  Phantom"  to 
Fayetteville,  WV  to  negotiate  on  my  behalf  if  all  other  efforts  to  acquire  this  great 
new  Harlan  County  Token  fails.  I'm  sure  he  will  succeed  if  I  fail.  In  any  event, 
yet  another  unknown  token  from  Harlan  County  will  add  to  the  legacy  of  this 
historical  area  of  America  and  to  the  field  of  scrip  collecting.
